Do you know that fish actually 
jemp 100 foot dams in their migra- 
tions each spring to the headwaters 
of the rivers in which they spawn? 

Of course this 100 foot Jump is | 
not made ali in one leap, but in a!

This feat is made pos- 
sible by what js.called a fish ladder. 

This ladder must be placed in all 
giver daims in which fish such as sal- 
mon swim up to the river heads to 
spawn. Fish will not spawn any- 
where except in the stil] headwa- 
ters, and it is necessary that they 
arrive there with the least exertion.
